EXPAND YOUR 
VIDEO CENTER 
REMOTE 
HOOK-UP 


When a Video Center can’t be moved to every meeting place and the meetings can’t be 
moved to the Video Center locale, it’s time to start thinking “remote.” 

A remote television receiver-Video Center link-up is inexpensive and extends the reach 
of a Video Center to almost any corner of a dealership. Since Video Centers are utilized 
primarily in showrooms, remote hook-ups in conference rooms, customer lounges, 
lunchrooms or service departments will facilitate usage. 

Depending on dealership size and physical layout, more than one remote hook-up may 
be desirable. Each link-up can be made with or without a remote touch pad hook-up. 

The single remote television and touch pad hook-up described here can be accom- 
plished for under $25 with parts purchased from any electronic supply store. Parts 
needed for a 100-foot distance hook-up include: one eight-foot roll 75 ohm coaxial TV 
cable with F-59 connectors at each end; one 75 ohm, 2-way coaxial splitter; one 
100-foot roll 75 ohm coaxial TV cable with F-59 connectors at each end; one 100-foot 
roll, 24-gage two-conductor standard intercom wire with miniature 4” phone plugs at 
each end; one 75- to 300-ohm matching transformer.
